S. OFFICIALS TO: 
‘CONDUCT INQUIRY | 
INTO LONDON RIOT

LONDON, March 10.—Examination 
into Sunday’s riot has been started by 
the United States authorities. It will 
result not only in deciding whether or 
not American soldiers and sailors were 
to blame, but also whether the Metro- 
politan police exceeded their duty. 

The Americans arrested by the wolice 
have been returned to their units, and 
on the evidence at the inquiry wii de- 
pend whether they or any other of their 
comrades are brought before a court 
martial. Commander Sterling of the 
havy, Maj. Kennedy White, judge ad- 
vocate, and Capt. Frank M. White of 
the sanitary corps will form the board, 
and representatives of the Metropolli- 
tan police and the London military 
authorities have been invited to attend 
the hearings. 

Proceedings are to be private, but the 
results will be published. 

Corporal Zimmerman, though badly 
beaten up, is reported to be doing well, 
and at both the military and naval 
headquarters today the tendency was 
not to magnify the rioting. “It was 
a police affair, not an international in- 
cident,” said a naval staff officer. 
“From photographs, I should judge 
the number of Americans taking part 
in the fights was exaggerated. Eighty 
per cent of them were British or co- 
lonials.” 


200 Wilmette Residents

I have heard of a 
number of cases where the expenses 
were as much as $550, and these you 
will bear in mind are cases where the 
people are left practically destitute on 
account of the death of the head of the 
family.

“If the undertaker had to handle a 
funeral, prepare for burial, transfer 
the body, give mourners service, with 
a $30 casket which cost $25, he could 
not expect to make a living. The er- 
balming and preparation of the dead 
is what counts.” Undertakers should 
charge a reasonable price for this, 
which is really their profession. Cas- 
ket selling should be only a side line. 
The undertaker has no profit from 
cemetery lots, graves, livery, bands, 
etc.
